Soldiers From Necessity 


A 


CURIOUS legend of the war, beginning with the first 
battles in Belgium, sprang up in regard to prisoners. It 


ha* lasted until this day, as a conversation with any overseas 
veteran will show. It was sort of an unconscious propaganda 
and hinges on the alleged ignorance of prisoners as to the ends 
for which they fought; their reluctance to do battle; and how 
little reasoning it took to show them how wrong was their course 
and how just the cause of their captors. 
Of this strange psychological condition The New York 


* Globe says that as we know it, it is an allied legend. "But," 
says The Globe, "it was just as healthy a German legand and 
thrives today as a fixed belief of the Soviets. The latest report 
from the Crimea shows it as a Wrangel idol. Says the Associated 
Press *' Many of the Soviet soldiers captured by General Wrangel's troops 


bad bwan spent to the southern front from Siberia and the outlying 
provinces They are of unkempt appearance and clothed in rags, with 
shoes made of untanned horsehlde. The men have long, shaggy beards 
and great shocks of hair, and when fed eat lavenously. When asked 
why they were fighting tbe priejneis ansvrerod. "We could not help 
It We -were made to flght " 
. . . . 
"That such descriptions travel far and gather popularity is 


natural. No nation rejoices in anything more than in a tnbue— 
however subtle and indirect—from its opponent. It was good 
news to France, Britain, and America that the German prisoners 
were inferior, underfed, innocent fellows, hated war, were glad 
to be taken, and deplored Schreklichkeit and the rule of the 
kaiser. It has been good news to the Poles that the Soviet sol- 
diers did not love their cause, were soldiers by necessity only. 
But that the idea of a half-converted opponent should persist as 
long as it did—stubborn fighting daily giving it the he—is al- 
most incredible. 
. 
"The actual facts are self-evident. Prisoners, as a rule, are 


simply human. Being human, they do not in the first place usual- 
ly like war, and on occasion say so, and they do not like unnec- 
essarily to offend their captors, and will even lie to avoid offense. 
While in their own armies they were as patriotic as their cap- 
tors True, many did not want to fight or know why they were 
fighting. We could duplicate such recruits in our own armies, 
and not wholly from among the foreign-born. 


"Few men, unless fired by propaganda or idealism, like to 


-fight. The lower classes of any country read comparatively 
little and think less, and*they have no interest in wars. But once 
in an army these men will fight well. They certainly have no 
love for the enemy, who shoots them down. Theyddo their best 
to destroy them. After capture, however, many'of them are 
willing to placate their capors in any way possible, and they 
will plead 500 per1 cent, of their real ignorance and apathy if it 
will get them kind words and better bread. 
"'The Poles seem to recognize this. Nelson Collins, writing 


in the Atlantic Monthly under "Polish Adventures," shows how 
some of them at least have pricked the bubble. 
A young Polish Uhlan from Poaen pointed out a group of Bolshe- 
vist prisoners and laughed. "They sav they had been forced to fight 
by the Bolshevik," he bald, "and looked for better treatment because 
of that But they fired Into our men when we wore almost upon them, 
only fifty metres away. AVe asked them, If they were forced to flght, 
why the^ kept it up when they had so good a chance to sin render'" 


"The incident throws its little searchlight back over the en- 
tire war. Few men wanted, really wanted, to fight But few let 
their philosophy interfere with their action. The most of them 
accepted the cause they served despite a disrelish for bombs and 
bullets, and were by no means genuinely receptive to the argu- 
ments of their conquerors. They made a show of ignorance and 
regret That was policy only. They had been soldiers, even if 
by necessity. They were now prisoners, certainly by necessity. 
Their philosophy was withheld, or its expression modified, by 
the circumstances in which they found themselves."
